TXCE the American Federation of Labor 


lias taken a hand in congressional politics 


the statesmen are sitting up and taking notice. 
Catechized by Air. Gompers, they are- protestin* 
their friendship for labor.

The committees are made 
up of statesmen tliat are opposed to Gompers' 
bills Xo reports are made. The bills are stran- 
gled. 


It is quite possible, however, that Mr. Gom- 


pers is not looking for inunfcdiate results.

fying of labor and its precipitation into a ciass- 
conscious political movement. 


Handling Congress 


I 


X making his plea for the election of a Re- 


publican houde 
of 
representatives, 
Mr, 


Roosevelt speaks of those persons "responsible 
for the handling of the present congress. 


It is well known that "the present congress" 


was handled. There is a very well defined opin- 


ion as to who handled it, though there may be 
some doubt as to the identity of the persons re- 
sponsible for its handling. 


When the meat bill was under consideration 


in the house of representatives Mr. Roosevelt 
indicated quite plainly that he believed that the 
beef trust was handling one branch of congress 


and that to the public detriment. He said that 
the house bill could not have been better calcu- 
lated to serve the packers' ends if they had drawn 


it themselves. And that was the bill that became 
a law. 


When the rate bill was before the senate, Mr. 


Roosevelt made no concealment of his fears that 
the railways were handling the senate. 


At various times, congress acted as if it were 


being handled by Mr. Roosevelt. 
At other times 


Mr. Cannon appeared to have it in hand. 


But at no time was there any doubt that it 


was being handled. 


Mr. Roosevelt has no commission to handle 


it. 
Mr. Cannon, who handled the house, or at 


least was used to handle it, has no mandate to 
handle congress. The trusts and "interests" have 
no constitutional prerogative to handle it, but 
they may feel that the right of ownership should 
permit them to assert the privilege. 


The "responsibility for the handling of con- 


gress," however, does not lie with Mr. Roosevelt 
or Mr. Cannon or with the railways or the beef 
trust or the tariff beneficiaries or the banded "in- 
terests." 
It lies with the American people. 


It 'is for them to say whether congress shall 


be handled or made representative of the public 
interests.

In oid.'i- to determine this matter 


President Stubbs has made a special 
trip to San Francisco and held a con- 
ference with Charles S. Fee, general 
passenger agent of the Southern Pa- 
cific, and recently D. S. Taggart, div- 
ision freight and passenger agent in 
Reno, has also attempted to get a 
rate for the students of the univer- 
sity here by making a trip to San 
Francisco. 
Nothing definite has re- 


suited from neither of these vioits and 
President Stubbs is still fighting for 
a rate of one half. 
Fee asserts that a reduction in fare 


to all out of the state students would 
be, a direct violation of the law and 
make the acceptor and railroad liable 
to a fine. Later, however, legal ad- 
vice from Southern Pacific counsel 
has been sent to President Stubbs that 
it will be possible for this reduction 
to be made. The Sacramento division 
of the line will be notified immediate- 
ly of the result of the legal investi- 
gation . 
From the Oregon Short Line, the 


Southern Pacific division from Sparks 
to Salt Lake, word has 
been 
sent 


President Stubbs that they will grant 
no half rates to any students in Ne- 
vMda or to those coming from any 
other states.

this decision with the assertion that 
all students in this state will be ac- 
corded the half rate privilege.
